Herr Goebbels seems to have been 
peeved when he spoke at Essen on Sun- 
day, peeved to the point of being unable 
to quite conceal his disappointment at the 
failure of the Japanese ally to draw Bri- 
tain into a conflict on the far eastern 
front. That construction has to be placed 
on his taunt that British citizens have 
been stripped and otherwise insulted by 
Japanese soldiers at Tientsin without 
punitive action being taken as a result. 

As a civilized human being Herr Goeb- 
bels cannot take pleasure in knowing that 
people have been so treated anywhere. 
His thinly disguised approval of the out- 
rages could only be prompted by hope that 
natural resentment would involve Britain 
in an entanglement with Japan which 
would weaken its power to resist Nazi and 
Fascist aggression in Europe. That the 
hope has failed is not at all pleasing to the 
minister of force propaganda. 

He is doomed for more disappointment 
if he has based his plans on the notion that 
Britain would dissipate its strength in a 
minor dispute in the Orient; for what may 
happen to British interests in China is a 
minor matter compared to the issue at 
stake in Europe. What will or be 
done to protect Britishers there is not 
clear, but if the Trinity of Threat has 
counted on torture of these hostages 
drawing the British fleet to the other side

Italy’s Budget Problem 

The task of the Italian Finance Minister 
must be even harder than that of his German 
counterpart; the Italian State is poorer, spends 
as much beyond its income, and is much less 
fully equipped with arbitrary powers against the 
capitalist. Accordingly, Senator Thaon i Revel, 
introducing the budget estimates for the current 
year, had to leave most of the crucial facts ob- 
secure. Before the Abyssinian War, the Italian 
budget balanced at the equivalent of about 
£230,000,000. In 1936-7 extraordinary expendi- 
ture outside the normal budget leapt to nearly 
£200,000,000, while normal expenditure also in- 
creaséd, Despite increased taxation, over £150,- 
000,000 had to be raised by extraordinary meth- 
ods in 1936-7 and about £130,000,000 in 1937-8. 
For the forthcoming year the Minister anticipates 
normal expenditure of about £360,000,000, apart 
from extraordinary expenses of unknown 
amount, These deficits can be financed only by 
inflation or by borrowing which is indirectly in- 
flationary. Senator di Revel did not, of course, 
Say this; but his only proposals for meeting the 
situation were that the system of tax collection | 
should be overhauled. This having been done 
already to a great extent, not much revenue is 
likely to accrue from further revisions. In 
effect, Italy must either slow down the rate of 
military expenditure or resort to further in- 
flation—The New Statesman and Nation (Lon- 
don).

chiefly by incorrect habits of living. | 


Cases of this nature often respond 


in a satisfactory way to any way of | 


living which removes the faulty 
habits directly responsible for the 
constipated state and which sub- 
stitutes for them those good habits 
which help the colon. | 

The most important faulty habits 
insofar as the production of consti- 
pation is concerned are: The use of 
a diet lacking in bulk or roughage; 
lack of exercise which is specific- 
ally responsible for weakness of the 


abdominal muscles; neglect of the | 


metter of attending to the elimina- 
tion at a regular time; and nervous 
tension. Any habits directly respon- 
sible for enervation such at late 
hours, lack of sleep, and over-stim- 
ulation, may predispose to constipa- 
tion. The body has only about so 


much nervous energy with which 
to work and each vital organ re- 
quires its share, When too much 
energy is expended in enervating 
pursuits, then not enough will re- 
main and the colon may be de- 


prived of that amout of energy it 
needs to perform its normal work. 

I mention this so you will under- | 
stand why it is that constipation | 
to be more troublesome 
when you allow yourself to perenne 
tired or worn-out. 

At the start of any treatment to 
banish the ordinary kind of con- 
stipation, due primarily to lack of 
bulk and insufficient exercise, the 
best thing the patient can do is to 
take a five day fast on whole fruits. 

This particular season offers an 
excellent time to undertake a fast 
of that type, as so many delicious 
fruits are available. Cherries, 
peaches, figs, apricots, grapes and | 
similar fruits may be used. 

You may use this fruit fast in 
either of two ways. The first way is 
to substitute three meals on fruit 
for the ordinary three meals of the 
day, The second way is to eat fruit

should stick with whatever fruit 


you begin with in the morning for

After the fast, start 
using the non-starehy v« getables in 
abundance, as suggested in my 
article called Stuffing for Constipa- | 
tion. At the same time, begin taking 
daily walks, and also start taking 
exercises to strengthen the muscles 
of the abdomen
